been the very Power and Work of Religion 
upon our Souls, that we might be God's 
Workmanſhip through Chriſt Jeſus, hzs 
bleſſed Son and Heavenly Agert ; taking 
this to be the very Life and Soul of true 
Religion; the Effect and Fruit of the Di- 
vine Nature, which makes us Chriſtians in- 
deed here, and fits us for Glory hereafter. 
And ' becauſe we have choſen Retirement, 
Moderation, Self-denial, which to be ſure 
are the Solids and Inwards, the Spirit 
and Subſtance of Religion, and have there- 
fore waved and ſequeſtred our ſelves from 
more Outward and Pompous Communions,

Perver- HE Quakers hold, That 

. hon 1. | the Natural Light in ihe 
Conſcience of every Man 
in the World, is ſufficient to ſave all that 
follow it, and ſo they overthrow Salvation 
by Chriſt, A mighty Error indeed, if it 
were True. 55 | | 
Printiple. Bat it 1s at beſt a great Miſ- 

take: For their Belief and Afſlertion is, 
That Chriſt, who is the Word, that was with ꝓob. x, 
God, and was God; (and is ſo for ever) bath 1. 9. 
lighted every Man that cometh into the 
World, .with his own Lighr, ashe is That 
true Light, or ſuch a Light, as there is no 
other to be compared with him; which 
is the meaning of the Emphaſis True in 
the Text, oh. 1.9. And that ſuch as follow | 

the Reproofs, Convictions and Leadings 
of that Light, with which he enlightens | 
the Underſtandings and Conſciences of 
Men, ſhall not walk in Darkneſs, that is, in :

Chriſt was given of God. So that they 
aſſert the Light of Chriſt, to be ſufficient to 


fave, that is, to convince of Sin, Lead out - 


of it, and gzicken the Soul in the ways of 
Holineſs ; and not to be a Natural Light, 
otherwiſe than as all Men, born into the 
World, have a meaſure of Chtiſt's Light, 
and ſo it may, in a ſenſe, be ſaid to be Na- 
tural to all Men, becauſe all Men have it 
coming into the World. For this Light is 
ſomething elſe than the bare Underſtand- 
ing Man hath as a Rational Creature: 
Since, as ſuch, Man cannot be a Light to 
himſelf; but has only a Capacity of ſeeing, 
by means of the Light with which Chnft, 
the Word enlightneth him. For we can 
no more be a Mental or Intellectual Light 
to our ſelves, than we are an External 
-y.21 and Corporeal Light to our ſelves :, But 
4. as the Sun in the Firmament is the Lighr 
of our Bodies, ſo the Light of the Divine 
Word is the Sun of our Souls; the glori- 
ous Luminary of the Intellectual World, 
and they that walk in it will by it be led 

to Bleſſedneſs. 1 

The Quakers hold That the 
Light within them is God, Chriſt, and the 
Holy Spirit; ſo that every Quaker has 
whole God, Chriſt and Holy Spirit in him, 
which is groſs Blaſphemy.

Prin. This is alſo a Miſtake of their Be- 
lief: They never ſaid that every divine I/ 
lumination or Manifeſtation of Chriſt, in 
the Hearts of Men, was who/e God, Chriſt, 
or the Spirit, which might render them 
guilty of that groſs and b/aſphemous Ab- 
ſurdity ſome would faſten upon them: 
But that God, who is the Light, or the 
Word Chr:/t, whois Light,fliled the ſecond Jo. i. 4+ 
Adam, the Lord from Heaven, and the 5 
RuickningSpirit,WhoisGod over all bleſſed 15. 45, 
for ever, hath enligbtned Mankind with a 47. 
Meaſure of ſaving Light; who ſaid, I am 
the Light of the World, and they that fol- 
low me, ſhall not abide in Darkneſs, but 
have the Light of Life. So that the Illu- 
mination is from God, or Chriſt the Di- 
vine Word; but not therefore that whole 
God or Chriſt is in every Man, 'any more 
than the who/e Sun or Air is in every 
Houſe or Chamber. There are no ſuch 
harſh and unſcriptural Words in their 
Writings. It is only a Frightful Ferver- 
ſion of ſome of their Enemies, to bring 
an Odium upon their Holy Faith. Yet in 
a Senſe the Scriptures ſay it, and that is 
their Senſe, in which only, they ſay the 
ſame thing, I will walk in them, and dwell 
in them, He dicelleth with you, and ſhall Fe. 14 
be in you: I will not leave you Confortleſs, 3: 17s

5 
or in ſuch things, were led by it: Much 16.264 
leſs could the Light be chargeable with | 
the Sins of thoſe that refuſed to be led

by it. For herein they know the Spirit 
of God, and the Motions of it, from the 
Spirit of this World, and its Fruits, That 
the Spirit of God condemns all Ungodlineſs, 
and moves and enclines zo Purity, Mercy, 
Righicouſneſs, which are of God. 

They deny and abominate that Looſe - 
and Ranting Mind, which would charge 
the Spirit of God with their anboly Li- 
herty. God's Spirit makes People free 
from Sin, and nor to commit Sin. Neither 
do they diltinguiſh, as ſuch looſe People 
wickedly do, between the Ad, and the 
Evil of it, Wherefore they ſay, that as 
the Tree is known and deraminared by its 
Fruits, ſo Spirits are by their Influences, 
Motions ind Inclinations : and the Spirit ef 
God never did incline any one to Evil. 
And for that Cauſe they renounce this 
Conſtruction of the Ranters, rhar Evil ts 
noevilirhentheyare led to it hj God Spirit: 
For thit groſsly implies, as if the Spirit 
of God led Man at any Time to that 
which is evil in its ſelf, or that it were 
poſſible to be /in/e/s in the Com miſſion of 
Sin, as Mu der, Theft, Adultery, Re- 
venge, &c. For that never was nor can 
be the Way and method of God's Spirit, 
which is Pure and Holy for ever, and 
brings all that regard the Convittions and 
. motions of ir, into a Se'n/e and *

Sin, and ſo leads them into a State of 


Reformation, without which, all Profeſ- 
ſion of Religion is meer Formality, and 
Hypocriſie. So that Man's Sin and De- 
ſtruction are of himſelf, but his Help is 
in God alone, through Jeſus Chriſt our 
bleſſed Sacrifice, and Sanctiſtier.

Of Infallibility and Perfection. 

Perverſ. 5. The Quakers muſt be all In- 
fallible and Perfect, if they have ſuch an 
infallible Light in them, 5 
Prin. No ſuch matter: This is alſo a 
great abuſe of their true Meaning. They 
ſay, the Principle is Pare, Perfect, Un- 
errable in it ſelf, or elſe it were very un- 
fit to lead Men out of Error and Impu- 
rity. But they never did aſſert them- 
ſelves ſuch, meerly becauſe it was with- 
in them: By no means. But that all 
who are led by it, and live according to 
its manifeſtations, are ſo far perfect, and 
ſo far infallibly in the right Way, as they 
are led by it, and not a jot further. For it 
is not Opinion, or Speculation, or Notions 


of what is true; or A ent to, or the Sub- - 


ſcription of Articles, or Propoſitions, tho* 


never ſo ſoundly worded, that according -- 
to their Senſe, makes a Man a True Be- Rom. u, 
liever, or a True Chriſtian, Bur it is a+

Conformity of Mind and Practice to the 
Will of God, in all Holineſs of Converſa- 
tion, according to the Dictates of this 
Divine Principle of Light and Liſe in the 
Soul, which denotes a Perſon truly a 
Child of God. For rhe Children of God, 
are led by the Spirit of God, but if any Man 
have not the Spirit of Chriſt, he is none of 
bis, And let it be noted, that tho' this Spi- 
ritual Principlebe in Man, yet, i is not of 
Man but of God, through Jeſus Chriſt. 
Who can lay down a more Independant 
Doctrine upon Se/f, and a more depending 
one upon the Grace or Gift of God? Let 
us not, pray, be miſtaken, nor ſuffer for 
ſuch miſapprehenſions, nor be made to 
hold what we don't, on purpoſe to diſ- 
repute us with ſober People, or to ſup- 
port the Miſtaken Charges of our Ene- 
mies. Yet to ſhew that a State of Per- 
fection from Sin (tho' not in fulneſs of 
Wiſdom and Glory) is attainable in this 
Life. They, among others, referr them 
to theſe Scriptures, which for Brevities 
Take, are not ſet down at large, but the 
Reader is deſired to turn to them.

They own and ſtile the Scrip- 
tures, as They own and ſtile themſelves ; 
viz. A Declaration of thoſe Things moſt. 
irulybelieved, given forth in former Ages, 


ſequenti that they are profitable for Doft- 1. 
rin for Sand; Fo Correttion; for Inſtrus 16.17 
tion in Righteouſneſs, that the Man ofGod © 1 
maybe per ſect, throughly furniſhed unto all 
good Works. They are the Form of Sound 
IWords. We ptoſels to believe them; read 
them, and ſay, it is the Work we have 
to do in this World, and the earneſt De- 
fire of our Souls to Almighty God, that 
we may Feel and Witneſs the fulfilling of 
them in and upon our ſelves; that fo 
God's Will may de done in Earth, as it is 
in Heaven. But to call them the Word of Fo. 1. 
God, (the Ground of the Charge) which 414. 
they never call themſelves, but which us 
they peculiarly Denominate and Call N 
Chriſt by; in Reverence to Chriſt, and 
in no flight to them (which they believe 
to be of divine Authority, and embrace 


as

as the beſt of Books, and allow to be as 
much the Word of God, as a Book can be) 
They do, as in Duty and Reaſon bound, 
attribute that Title to Chriſt only. 

And yet as the Word of God may, in 
ſome ſenſe, {ignifie the Command of God, 
referring to the Thing or Matter com- 
manded, as the Mind of God, it may be 
called the Word of the Lord, or Word of 
God : As, on particular occaſions, "the 
Prophets had the Word of the Lord toPer- 
ſons and Places; that is to ſay, the Mind 
or Will of God, or that which was com- 
manded them of the Lord to declare or 
do, So Chriſt uſes it, when he tells the 


Mat. 7. Phariſees, that they had made the Word (or

Command) of God of none effect, by their 
Traditions, But becauſe People are ſo apt 
to think, if they have the Scriptures they 
have all (for that they account them the 
only Word of God, and ſo look no far- 
ther; that is, to no other Word, from 
whence thoſe gocd Words came) theres 
fore this People have been conſtrained, / 
and they believe by God's Good Spirit, 
once and again to point them to the 
great Word of Words, Chriſt Feſut, in 
* whom is Life, and that Life the Light 
of Men; that they might feel ſomething 
nearer to them than the Scriptures, to 


wit, the Word in the Heart, from _ 
all

all Holy Scripture came, which is Chr:ft 
within them the hope of their glory. And 
to be ſure he is the H right Expornder

True it is, that they deny the 
Scriptures meerly, or of themſelves, to be 
Sufficient to reſiſt Temptation; for then 
all thar have them and read them, would 
be ſure to be preſerved by them againſt 
Temprations : But that they ſhould deny 
them to be any Means or Inſtrument in 
God's hand, is either great Ignorance or 
LN in their Adverſaries. God hath 
made uſe of the Scriptures, and daily doth 
and will make uſe of them for Inſtruction, 
Reproof, Comfort andEdification, through 
the Spirit, zo thoſe t bat read them as they 


oug ht to do. Thus they ſay, they have 


felt them, and ſo they have been and are 
made unto them, through the good Spirit 
of God, coming in upon their Spirits, in 
the Reading and conſidering of them; 
and wiſh heartily They were more in 


requeſt with the Profeſſors of Criſti-

Princ. They never ſpoke ſuch Language, 
and their daily Practice confutes the re- 


flection. But herein we perceive the great 


ſubtilty of Satan, as well as in other 
things, to darken the Appearance of the 
Truth, and Prepoſſe/ſs Peoples Minds a- 
gainſt it. For ſince he cannot hinder the 
Exaltation of the Spirit above all viſible 
Inſtruments, nor the Neceſſity of its Ma- 
nifeſtations, Convictions, Motions and 


Operations, to be known in the Hearts of 


Men, and the great ſuirableneſs thereof 
to the Goſpel- Adminiſtration, he would 
ſpoile all by over-doing the Matter, and 
carrying our Aſſertions beyond bounds , 
for they never denied the uſe of Means, 
but to this Day, from the beginning, 
they have been in the Practiſe of them. 


But then they are ſuch Means as are uſed. 


in the Life and Power of God, and not *

Innovation or Imitation; the only thing 
they ſtrike at. For Inſtance, they cannor 
own that to be a Goſpe!-Miniftry, that is 
without a Geſpel-Spririt; or that ſuch can 
be ſent of God, that are not taught of God; 
or that they are fit to teach others what 
Regeneration and the Way to Heaven are, 
that have never been born again them ſelves; 
or that ſuch ean ever bring Souls to God, 
that are themſelves Styangers (like thoſe 
in the Aﬀs 19. 21.) to the Baptiſm of 
Fire, and the Holy Ghoſt; never having been 
_ Crrcumciſed with the Circumciſion of the 
Heart in the Spirit, Rom. 2. 29, Which 
is ſo abſolutely neceſſary to make a true 
Jew, ora zeal Chriſtian, and much more 
the requiſite qualification of a Go/pel- 
Miniſtry. 1 . 
This Unexperienced and Lifeleſs Mini- 
firy, is the only Miniſtry, and ſuch the 
onlyMiniſters, that the People called Qua- 
Rers, cannot own and Receive, and there- 
fore cannot maintain.
